Born and raised in Stockton， 
Philip1Kanl Gotandal earned ，a 
bachelors degree in Asian studies 
at the University of California， 
Santa Barbara，received a law 
degree from the Hastings School of 
Law，and decided to devote his 
time to writing musicals， 

Gotanda has been ”writing 
msic for about 15 years (since I 
was around 14 or 15,”he said)， 
and during his last year of law 
school，he wrote his first musical， 
The Auocacdo Kid or Zen 训 the 
Art of Guacamole，a comedy 
whose' cast of characters includes 
a woman raised by wolves， 
Bigfoot, and a dodo bird in“duck 
drag.” Earlier this _ year; the 
two-act Play completed a nine- 
week run in Los Angeles with the 
East West Players. 

Since that time，GCotanda has 
been trying to make arTangerments 
for producing the play in the Bay 
Area and practicing for a concert. 
He sang betore I50 people last 
Saturday night at the Chinese 
Culture _ Center as part of the 
Japantown Art and Media Work- 
shop's third presentation of orig- 
inal Asian American music. 

ENSEMBLE 

Gotanda Prefers to _ perform 
solo, but at Saturday'Ss concert he 
was joined at times by a violinist 
(David Hwang), Saxophonist and 


futist (Alan-FEurutani)，and sha- 
Kujhachi player (Robert Kikuchi- 
Yngojo)， Gotanda had played 
with his accompanists individually 
but not as an ensemble until 
Shortly before the concert 一 he 
recalls that they had time to
